costate, not twisted, stramineous; sheaths closely appressed to 
the peduncle, about 1 cm. long, pellucid, obliquely split at the 
^P®x, the lobes erect; heads solitary, black, 1— 3 mm. wide, few- 
Howered, glabrous; involucral bractlets broadly obovate, shiiy, 
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stramineous or brunnescent, about 1 mm. long and wide, rounded at 
the apex, completely glabrous, shiny. 

The type of this very distinctive species for the region was 
collected by Harry Smith ( no. 12123 ) in a swamp at Sunglingku, at 

about 3800 meters altitude, between Taining (Ngata) and Taofu 
(Dawo), Sikang, China, on September 13, 19 3k, and is deposited in 
the herbarium of the University of California at Berkeley. Floral 
dissections have not been made in order not to destroy the few 
good flower-heads on the type collection* The species cannot be 
mistaken for ary other in the region.
